Tam glad to be able to aay that the Japanes* 
Government has recognised the {mportance of 
educating the people of Formosa and of Hifting 
them up from out of the slough of darkness and 
Ignorance In which they were kept by thelr 
Chinese enlers, In addition ta the good effect of 
tve spread af education among the masses, it 
will make the task of Government much Ifghler 
and remove many of the difficulties that would 
otherwise be experienced, for the masses are 
bound to recognise the efforts af thelr naw raters 
to Improve thelr condition fn every way possible, 
., The firat step ‘was the establishment of’ a 
achool at Pachiaa tn August, 1896, for the. study 
of the native language. For this work “ conversa» 
tion” ‘books and vocabularies were compiled, and 
th: school was attended by young members of all 
the leading familles Several examinations were 
held, and In October there were 20 student: in the 
school, divided lato three classes, The first class 
conals'ed of thore admitted at the first entrance 
eximination, and they are now belng, taught 
Japanese'at the Government excenss; vIn the 
second class are atadenty, chiefly admitted at 
the secopd entrance exam., together with some 
who passed the first, and whose knowledge of 
Chinese classics fits them to be employed as 
teachers orclerks after a few months’ lostractton.
